SYNOPSIS 


On April 27, 2017, an Internal Affairs Bureau (IAB) team, comprised of Lieutenant 
Roberta Granek, Sergeant Jorge Marchena, and Sergeant Michael Maxwell, 
responded to Centinela Hospital regarding a use of force resulting in a skeletal 
fracture. 


On April 27, 2017, at 0935 hours, a team comprised of members from Operation 
Safe Streets, Gang Surveillance Unit (GSU) and special agents from the United 
States Marshals Office conducted a surveillance and apprehension operation in 
the city of Inglewood. The scope of the operation was to locate and arrest 
Suspect Larreal Brown. Suspect Brown, was a fugitive at large, wanted out of 
Tennessee for aggravated robbery, aggravated assault, rape, and aggravated 
kidnapping. An operations plan was prepared by — |

the United States Marshals Office. They conducted a briefing prior to the 
commencement of the operation. The briefing was held at Operation Safe 
Streets Headquarters. 
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After the briefing, the team deployed in marked and unmarked vehicles around a 
business complex located at IN. La Brea Avenue in the city of Inglewood. 
This complex was located on the northeast corner of N. La Brea Avenue and 
Hyde Park Avenue. 

n unmarked van was 
positioned in the parking lot of the business complex with a uniformed arrest 
team. The mission of the arrest team was to apprehend the suspect prior to him 
entering the restaurant. 


From his position of surveillance, on the southeast corner of N. La Brea Avenue 
and Hyde Park Avenue, Detective Navarrette observed the suspect exit a public 
bus across the street from the location. The information was relayed to the team 
via radio. This bus stop was on the southeast corner of the above mentioned 
intersection. The suspect crossed the street to the curb of N. La Brea Avenue. 
He walked toward the parking lot of th j complex. When the suspect 
entered the business complex, — Deput ind Detective 

exited their vehicle and contacted the suspect. Deput as 
armed with an Arwen and gave the suspect several verbal commands to show 
his hands and to stop. The suspect turned his body away from the arrest team, 
reached for his waistband, and stated he had a gun. 


IAB Note: The Anti Riot Weapon Enfield “ARWEN” is a non-lethal 
launcher which fires 37mm non-lethal rounds. 


The suspect ran north, away from the parking lot, across Hyde Park Avenue, 
toward a parking lot located at 702 N. La Brea Avenue. Deputy fired 
three rounds from his Arwen in an attempt to stop the suspect from fleeing. At 
least one round struck the suspect in the lower back. The rounds did not stop 
the suspe, jng and he continued northbound. Deputy 
a and Deputy initiated a foot pursuit of the suspect 
and relayed the pursuit to the rest of the team on their designated tactical 
frequency. Suspect Brown ran through the second parking lot and onto N. La 
Brea Avenue. Suspect Brown continued running north on the east sidewalk of 
N. La Brea Avenue. 


Lieutenant{ibbserved the suspect running north on the east sidewalk of N. 
La Brea Avenue. Lieutenant rove his vehicle past the suspect and 
stopped ahead of the suspect in an attempt to cut him off. The suspect ran past 
Lieutenant{iiehicle and continued north on the east side of N. La Brea 
Avenue. Due to the fact the suspect had run ahead of the deputies that were in 
foot pursuit, Lieutenant oinc in the foot pursuit to maintain a visual of the 
suspect for approximately 20 yards. As the suspect ran north, he fell on the 
street adjacent to the east sidewalk of N. La Brea Avenue. The suspect fell on 
his stomach with his hands underneath his stomach area. 
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Detective Navarrette, DECE MN Detective Garcia reached the 
suspect while he was on the ground and struggled with the suspect to get his 
arms behind his back to handcuff him. Detective Navarrette was able to gain 
control of the suspect's left arm and Detective Sas able to gain 
control of the suspect’s right arm. The suspect's arms were forcibly pulled 
behind his back and he was handcuffed. The force used to control and handcuff 
the suspect was directed by Lieutenan 


After the suspect was handcuffed he complained of pain to his left arm. The 
suspect was treated at the scene by Los Angeles County Fire Squad 171. 
Suspect Brown was transported to Centinela Hospital for further treatment. 


All the force used and witnessed during this incident was reported to Sergeant 
ind Lieutenan’ 


No weapons were recovered from the suspect. 
All the reports documenting the incident were submitted as [EXHIBIT B]. 


The foot pursuit lasted less than one minute and covered a distance of 
approximately 120 yards. The foot pursuit evaluation form is included as 
[EXHIBIT C].

Suspect Brown sustained a displaced fracture of the left ulna at the elbow from 
being handcuffed and a bruise on his lower back from an Arwen round impact.

Suspect Brown was transported to Centinela Hospital Medical Center and treated 
in the emergency room by Physician Assistant Prusha Paktinat. PA Paktinat 
stated the injuries sustained by the suspect were consistent with the force used 
due to the patient having a previous fracture of the left humerus. The fracture

PHYSICAL EVIDENCE 


No physical evidence was collected. 


INVESTIGATOR’S OBSERVATIONS 


Five hours transpired from the use of force to IAB Investigator’s observations. 


The location where the Arwen was used was a business complex adjacent to a 
main street (N. La Brea Avenue). The business complex has its own parking lot 
and consists of numerous businesses. The roadway on N. La Brea Avenue has 
two lanes of travel each for vehicles in a north and south direction. There is a 
sidewalk for pedestrian traffic on both the west side and east side of N. La Brea 
Avenue. The cross street is Hyde Park Avenue, which is an east/west street with 
one lane of travel in each direction for vehicles. Hyde Park Avenue also has 
sidewalks on the north and south side for pedestrian traffic. 


The location where the suspect was taken into custody was on the street on N. 
La Brea Avenue. 


The scene was photographed by IAB Sergeant Jorge Marchena [EXHIBIT G].

The criminal investigation regarding the suspect resisting arrest was handled by 
OSS Detective Eric McDonagh. The suspect was charged with one 
misdemeanor count of 148 (A) (1) PC, on May 4, 2017. The suspect was 
convicted and sentenced to 10 days in the Los Angeles County Jail. Upon his 
release the suspect was extradited to Tennessee.

Detective Navarrette ordered the suspect to show his hands, but the 
suspect did not comply. Detective ssisted Detective Navarrette by 
taking ahold of the suspect's right arm and forcing it behind the suspect’s back.

Detective Garcia was assigned an external containment position 
in uniform, operating a black and white sheriff's patrol vehicle. Detective Garcia's 
duties were to provide a uniform presence as needed. 


Detective Garcia heard radio traffic the suspect was seen exiting a bus and was 
walking to the target location. Detective Garcia drove his vehicle to the target 
location while monitoring radio traffic. As Detective Garcia drove west on Hyde 
Park Avenue, he saw the suspect run north across Hyde Park Avenue with 
deputies following him on foot [REFER TO WITNESS GARCIA’S TRANCRIPT, 
PAGES 6-7]. 


Detective Garcia observed the suspect run through a parking lot located north of 
Hyde Park Avenue and onto N. La Brea Avenue. Detective Garcia observed 
Lieutenantirunning behind the suspect. Detective Garcia drove his patrol 
car alongside the suspect and yelled for him to stop running. Detective Garcia 
observed the suspect fall. Detective Garcia exited his vehicle with a Taser and 
converged on the suspect with Lieutenant{llfand Detective Navarrete. The 
suspect resisted the deputies’ attempts to gain control of his arms to handcuff 
him. Detective Garcia removed the cartridge from the Taser and cycled it. 
Detective Garcia cycled the Taser so the suspect could hear it prior to using it for 
a contact shot if needed. Detective Garcia handcuffed one of the suspect’s wrist, 
but could not recall which one. The suspect was subsequently handcuffed, but 
Detective Garcia could not recall who handcuffed the suspect's wrist together

Internal Affairs Bureau investigators interviewed Suspect Brown regarding this 
case. Suspect Brown was interviewed in the emergency room at Centinela 
Hospital Medical Center. 


Suspect Brown was contacted by deputies in the parking lot of his work. Suspect 
Brown stated when he was contacted, he identified they were police officers. 
Suspect Brown turned away from them and ran toward N. La Brea Avenue. 
When he initially ran, Suspect Brown believed he was hit with two or three rubber 
bullets on his back. Suspect Brown ran twenty feet before he tripped and fell. 
After he fell deputies pinned him down. 


Suspect Brown told the deputies his arm was broken while they were trying to 
handcuff him. Suspect Brown stated due to a prior injury his left arm does not 
bend at the elbow and the deputies may have believed he was resisting due to 
the lack of movement in his left arm. Suspect Brown’s arms were forced behind 
his back and he was handcuffed. 


IAB Note: Suspect Brown said he had sustained a gunshot wound 
to his left arm on a previous occasion which shattered 
his left humerus. He had pins installed and his elbow 
was removed. 


Suspect Brown ran because he knew he was wanted and did not want to go to 
jail. 


Suspect Brown complained of pain to his left arm and lower back [REFER TO 
SUSPECT BROWN’S TRANSCRIPT].
